Dear Mr. Secretary: 

In accordance with provisions of Section 19 of the 
Occupational Safety and Health Act, I am transmitting 
the Central Intelligence Agency’s Annual Occupational 
Safety and Health Report for calendar* year 1980. The 
report was prepared in consonance with the guidelines 
provided by your office. 

I am pleased to note that for the second consecu- 
tive year, there were no job-related deaths. Injuries 
and illnesses requiring treatment beyond first aid were 
also reduced from 304 in CY 1979 to 284 this year. 

The major causes of accidents continued to be slips and 
falls and the handling of material and equipment. We 
will continue to place emphasis in these areas through 
our inspection, training and promotion programs. 

We did not meet the guidelines provided in Title 29, 

Code of Federal Regulations, Part 1960 regarding the annual 
inspection of all facilities. Priority was given to com- 
prehensive inspections of major facilities and those involving 
STAT hazardous activities . / | 

| | were conducted by Safety 

and Health Professionals during 1980. 

The appointment in CY 1980 of a full-time Environmental 
Health and Preventive Medicine Officer and the addition of 
another professional safety officer should considerably 
strengthen the overall safety and health program. We have 
also established a Safety and Health Committee at the 
national level. 
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Please be assured that wq will continue in our_ 
efforts, to provide a safe and healthful working, environ 
ment for our employees in accordance with provisions 
of the Occupational Safety and Health Act, Executive 
Order 12196 and 29 CFR 1960 .
